the 
shooting in the affray at Brownsville, 
Tex., cn the night of Aug. 13-14, l!M)6, 
was done by some of the negro sol­ 
diers of the Twenty-fifth United States 
infantry and that the testimony taken 
before tho senate committee on mili­ 
tary affairs fails to identify the guilty 
parties, is the opinion of eight m e m ­ 
bers of the committee. 
Four m em ­ 
bers of the committee voted against 
this decision and one m em ber did not 
vote. 
The 
resolution declaring 
the 
guilt of the negroes was submitted by 
Senator Lodge and was adopted after 
five resolutions by Senator Foraker, 
one by Senator Dupont and one by 
Senator Scott, all of which were of­ 
fered as substitute«, had been voted 
down. 
T he vote was reached after pro­ 
longed 
investigation extending over 
two sessions of congress and evidence 
had been taken covering thousands of 
pages. 
Practically every negro of the 
three companies of infantry dishonor­ 
ably discharged by President Roose­ 
velt testified in his own behalf, while 
evidence in support of the [»resident 
was given by many army officers and 
citizens of Brownsville. 
Throughout 
the entire controversy, which In many 
sec tions of the country had been made 
a political Issue, the anti-administra­ 
tion campaign has been directed by 
Senator Foraker. 
In the final vote 
In the committee a majority of the 
Republican mem bers came to his sup­ 
port. 
The 
Ohio 
senator 
expressed 
himself as gratified at this, as it was 
apparent from the outset that all of 
the Democratic m em bers were con­ 
vinced that the negroes did the shoot­ 
ing. 
The fight will he carried to the floor 
of the senate. 
The reports of the 
committee will not he made for about 
ten 
days, as Senator Warner, who 
conducted 
the 
examination 
of 
wit­ 
nesses on behalf of the administration, 
will be absent from Washington for 
that period. 
Action by the commit­ 
tee, therefore, will be postpone«! un­ 
til his return. 
After the reports have 
been made to the senate it is expect­ 
ed that Senator Foraker will press 
the m atter to a vote there. 
If he 
should secure the same proportion of 
the Republican m embers of the sen­ 
ate as he ha«i in the committee, the 
vote will he closer than has been an ­ 
ticipated. 
T h e Ohio senator proposes 
also to introduce a bill to restore to 
the military service such of the dis­ 
charged negroes as were shown be­ 
yond a reasonable doubt to havt* been 
innocent 
of 
any 
offense 
connected 
with the affray. 
The committee was in session for 
nearly three hours.

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MACEDONIAN QUESTION. 


Raised 
in 
Both 
Houses 
of 
British 
Parlisment. 
London, Feb. 26.—T he 
Macedonia 
difficulty w’as raised in both houses of 
parliament. 
Sir Edward Grey, secre­ 
tary for foreign affairs, made a state 
ment in the house of commons on this 
subject, and Lord Fitzm aurhe, under 
fecretary for foreign affairs, did lika 
wise In the house of lords, the gist of 
both statem en ts being that because 
of the porte's obduracy m atters had 
reached a critical pass, that the gov­ 
ernment deprecated any isolated ac­ 
tion, hut was doing Its utmost to [»re­ 
serve the concert of powers and press 
Turkey to an acceptance of the re­ 
forms. 
Sir Edwanl Grey Raid that in dis­ 
cussing the Macedonian qu<*stion, the 
government was far from the Turkish 
question, which more than once had 
led to a European war. 
T hey were 
rapidly 
nearing 
a 
point, 
he 
said, 
w here the concert of the powers must 
either justify or stultify itself and if 
the concert disapproved it was impos­ 
sible to foretell what m isunderstand­ 
ings might arise. 
If Macedonia continued to he neg- 
lected, he added, as a note of warning, 
it must 
sooner or later provoke a 
caiast rophe. 
Lord 
Fitzmaurice. 
who 
promised 
that the government 
shortly 
would 
m ake suggestions that it considered 
necessary to meet the existing situa­ 
tion, said that he regretted he had no 
cheerful news t* impart for tin* pres­ 
ent. 
A very critical stage had been 
reached, he said, in both the local af­ 
fairs of Macedonia and In the diplo­ 
matic entente known a* the concert 
of Europe. 
The attitude of Turkey gave cause 
for great anxiety and the foreign of­ 
fice felt it necessary to ask themselves 
wh eth er the time ha«l arrived to ap­ 
point a Christian governor of Mace­ 
donia. 
With regard to the Austrian project 
for the construction of a branch rail­ 
road line through Turkish territory 
to connect Vienna with Saloniki, he 
said that the treaty of Berlin gave 
Austria the right to occupy and build 
such a road, and It therefore was an 
exaggeration to say that the concert 
of 
Europe 
has 
been 
permanently 
broken because Austria wished to take 
advantage of her rights. 
In conclusion, he added that one 
bright spot in the situation w’as that 
the powers displayed less readiness 
than formerly to minimize the dan­ 
gers of the Macedonian question. 


ARMENIANS TERRORIZED. 


Threatened W ith Death by a Society 
of Blackmailers. 
New York. Feb. 26.—The terror in­ 
spired among Armenian m erch an ts of 
New' York by threats and death se n­ 
tences imposed by Armenian black­ 
mailers operating under the name of 
the Hunchakist 
revolutionary party, 
was described in court during the trial 
of 
Levant 
Martougessian. 
T he 
ac­ 
cused man is charged with attempting 
to blackmail an im porter named Mi ran 
Karajhensian, Martougessian was for­ 
merly an Armenian priest and is al­ 
leged to be the head of the H uncha­ 
kist society in this city. 
Assistant 
District 
Attorney 
Nott 
said that K arajhensian and five other 
New York m »rcliants received letters 
last August threatening death unless 
$100,000 was contributed to the “Ar­ 
menian cause.” 
The most startling testimony was 
given 
by 
Harootim 
Gulbenkian, 
a 
Turkish rug manufacturer, who said 
that Martougessian visited him sev­ 
eral times and threatened that m u r­ 
der would result if he refused to con­ 
tribute to the Armenian cause. 
On 
July 22, last, the day on which IIov- 
hanes 
Tavshanjian 
was 
murdered, 
Gulbenkian said he received a letter 
telling him that on that day a wealthy 
| Armenian in America would he mur- 
ilered, but that Gulbenkian would be 
allowed one day more in which he 
might pay up and escape death.

among the merchants by these threats, 
Gulbenkian said: 
“ We were afraid to leave the city; 
no we made a practice of calling each 
other on the telephone to find out if 
all were still alive.”

Rear Ad m irals Converse and Capps 


Reply to Strictures on the 
Navy. 


Committee Appears Satisfied W ith 


Testim ony of Officers. 


Washington, Feb. 26.—Two experts 
in naval construction— Rear Admiral 
Converse, 
retired,

board of construction, and Rear Ad­ 
miral Capps, chief of the bureau of 
construction

fore Hie senate committee on naval 
affairs in the investigation of charges 
ugaiiiHt 
the 
navy 
made 
by 
Henry 
Reuterdahl in a recent mngazine arti­ 
cle. 
T h e charges were taken up in 
the order they appeared In the article, 
an«l at the conclusion of the extended 
refutations 
by A«lniiral Converse it 
was state«! by Senator Perkins that 
the apologies of the committee were 
due 
the 
officers 
for 
having 
called 
them to answer such charges. 
Chair­ 
man Hale assented to this view and 
no m ember of the committee took is­ 
sue. 
This inchlent at the conclusion of 
the first day’s proceedings, is thought 
to indicate that the inquiry will be 
short. 
It 
has not been determined 
whether the committee will enter up­ 
on an investigation of any subject 
except those embraced In the criti­ 
cisms of the battleship construction, 
but if other questions are taken up it 
is certain no long continued discus­ 
sion will be permitted. 
It is likely 
that the entire Inquiry will he conclud- 
e«l before the naval appropriation hill 
Is taken up. 
The development of principal inter­ 
est in the testimony of Admiral Con­ 
verse was that two of the charges 
made by Mr. Reuterdahl were In lan­ 
guage similar to that used by Lieu­ 
tenant Commander Sims, naval aide 
to 
the 
president, 
and 
Lieutenant 
Commander Hill, on duty with the 
general board of the navy, in articles 
which they prepared ami submitted 
to the secretary of the navy at his 
request. 
He disclaimed any purpose 
to 
Jmlieate 
that 
these 
articles 
or 
statements of these officers had been 
the inspiration for the Reuterdahl a t­ 
tack 
upon 
the navy. 
Nevertheless, 
these officers are to be called beford 
the committee In the near future.

The charges were taken up in 
the order they appeared in the article, 
and at the conclusion of the extended 
refutations by Admiral Converse it 
was stated by Senator Perkins that

them to answer such charges. 
Chair­ 
man Hale assented to this view and 
no member of the com m ittee took is­ 
sue. 
This incident at the conclusion of 
the first day’s proceedings, is thought 
to indicate that the inquiry will be 
short. 
It has not been determined 
whether the com m ittee will enter up­ 
on an investigation of any subject 
except those embraced In the criti­ 
cism s of the battleship construction, 
but if other questions are taken up it 
is certain no long continued discus­ 
sion will be permitted.

Knox’s outburst when he found that 
his outing to Egypt must lie abandoned 
said that It was the first time he had 
ever heard a lawyer sw ear over receiv­ 
ing a big fee. 
Philander Chase Knox was born at 
Brownsville, Pa., in 1853. 
Ills father 
was a warm personal friend of James I 
G. 
Blaine, who was also 
born 
In 
Brownsville. 
Young Knox received a 
college education, studied law and was 
admitted to the bar at the age of 
twenty-two. A year later he was made 
assistant district attorney of western 
Pennsylvania. 
He next formed the 
well known firm of Knox & Heed, 
which probably had the largest cor­ 
poration practice in Pittsburg. 
One of Knox’s school friends was 
William McKinley, and this fact doubt­ 
less bad much to do with making the 
Pennsylvanian attorney general In the j 
summer of 1901. 
Knox’s three great 
achievements in that office were the 
dissolution of the Northern Securities 
merger, the enjoining of the beef trust 
and the clearing up of the legal title 
and purchase of the Panama canal 
In 1904 he was appointed United States 
senator to succeed the late Matthew S 
Quay and was afterw ard elected both 
to the short and long terms. 
Fond of Golf and Driving. 
Natty In dress nml short In stature. 
Senator Knox has a boyish appearance, 
which is forgotten on closer acquaint­ 
ance. 
The Impression ho makes in 
conversation is that of a clean thinker 
and a man of Intellectual force.

K not's 
neighbors at Valley Forge, the historic 
spot at which lie has a beautiful coun­ 
try home, accuse him of being an aris­ 
tocrat. 
lie certainly Is not effusive, 
but is quietly affable with those whom 
he knows. 
Ilis chief recreations are 
golf and driving. 
Mrs. Knox says she exists at W ash­ 
ington and lives nt Valley Forge. 
She 
was a Miss Smith of Pittsburg and Is 
of quiet nnd refined tastes. 
She Is 
about the same height ns her husband 
and has the same youthful appear­ 
ance. 
The Knoxes have the best pri­ 
vate library in Washington. 
Friends of Senator Knox insist that 
he Is neither a rndioal nor a reaction­ 
ary. 
With some of the president’s poli­ 
cies he is In full accord, having prac­ 
tically drafted the rnte bill and other 
administration measures. 
With others 
of Mr. Roosevelt’s ideas he is in frank 
and open disagreement. 
One famous expression of Attorney

Professor Mnknynmn of the 
Normal college at Tokyo, Jnpnn. who Is 
now In New York on n commission 
from the Japanese government study­ 
ing new educational methods, has been 
in communication with Mr. Gill look­ 
ing to tlie establishment of sehool cities 
In Japan. 
Mr. Gill is confident Pro­ 
fessor Makayama will indorse the cor- 
respondenee plan. 
Besides, he says, he

may rely. 
He has no doubt of the fu­ 
ture of the movement begun In Stam­ 
ford by the formation of Stamford 
Sehool Pities, Chapter of the American 
Protective league, with Sn[>erlntpndeni 
of Schools E. E. Willard as president. 
Representatives of foreign govern­ 
ments have approved the plan. 
One 
who has given it enthusiastic Indorse 
ment Is Ernesto Nelson of 605 West 
One Hundred and 
Fifteenth street. 
New York city, special commissioner 
of education for tlie Argentine Repub­ 
lic. 
Mr. Gill says difference in languages 
will not Ik* Insurmountable. 
“The movement Is political rather 
than educational.” said Mr. Gill the 
other night, “nnd I believe It Is one of 
the greatest political movements ever 
launched.
